Arthur 
Duestrow, the St. Louis 
millionaire 
niurderer. was hanpred 
here 
in the 
court yard of the county yesterday. A 
fc:v hours before the execution took 
place Duestrow threw off the niafi'ic of 
insanity and sobbed like a woman. ^ 


The condemned man. who had sim- 
ulated insanity since the day of the 
crime, kept up his role until Monday 
evening, when by his Questions and 
answers, it was evident that he keenly 
realized that the end was near, and 
that his own efforts and those of his 
attorneys, aided by an abundance of 
wealth, were without avail in the bat- 
tle for life. When the sheriff 
asked 
him if he wished to see a minister or 
priest the murderer turned away with 
the sneering reply: "I have no use for 
them." 
During his last night on earth 


he slept soundly. 


He arose shortly after 7 o'clock, and 
then, for.tbe first time In three years, 
he broke' down, and his usual air of 
haughty indifference gave w a y to one 
of despair. He begged the guards to 
save him from his fate, and requested 
that 
messapres be sent to Governor 
Stephens interceding in his behalf. To 
nearly every 
visitor 
and 
attendant 
Duestrow appealed for assistance. One 
message he wanted sent was signed 
"General Brandenburg," of the United 
States army, a character he had as- 
sumed while feigning insanity. 


The murderer partook of a scanty 
breakfast, and when it was 
finished 
threw himself on his cot and gave way 
to a buret of tears. He sobbed convul- 
sively. and cried out frequently: Oh, 
God; this is terrible!" 


It was but a short time, however, be- 
fore the condemned m a n regained his 
composure. 
He talked 
with 
all his 
visitors, and even smiled. 
This w a s 
probably the result of the sheriffs 
order rescinding one made on Monday 
t h a t the prisoner should not be al- 
lowed 
to have 
any whisky. 
At 10 
o'clock he decided that small 
doses 
should be given Duestrow from time 
to time to keep his courage up, and 
Duestrow was much gratified. 


It v/as but a few moments before the 
hour of 1 o'clock that the door of the 
jail opened and the prisoner, 
accom- 
panied by the sheriff and his deputies, 
made their appearance in the court- 
yard. The prisoner looked like a walk- 
ing corpse, save for the light in the 
brilliant dark eyes that not even the 
confinement of nearly 40 months could 
dim. 


The work on the scaffold was speedy. 
Duestrow placed himself on the trap. 
Sheriff 
Puchta 
bound his arms be- 
hind him. his knees and legs together. 
One woman passed him a s he stood 
there suffering. She was a newspaper 
woman. 


"Have you anything to say?" she 
asked, almost ready to faint herself. 
"Yes. let u s have war," said the pin- 
ioned man. 


When asked by the sheriff if he had 
anything to say he declared he was 
not Arthur Duestrow. and added: 


"I say that we have war. I want to 
say that I am dying illegally. I am 
not the m a n who killed that woman. 
It Is all a mistake. I wish that some 
of you would give my kind regards to 
Governor C. P. Johnson. Say goo4-by 
to him for me. Say good-by also to 
the 
Countess 
Von Brandenburg. 3 
want to say, furthermore, that while 3 
cannot 
comDrehend 
all this, 
there 
must be something wrong. I t is be- 
yond reason. I have tried to do my 
r u t y all m y life. I have obeyed or- 
ders to the best of my abllitv, and 
done what seemed to me to be right." 


Here he hesitated and the sheriff 
quickly proceeded 
with the work oi 
death. 
The ejrecutlon w a s perfect, 
Duestrow dying in 20 minutes from 
strangulation, 


Although a graduate of medicine. Dr. 
Duestrow 
never 
made 
apretense ot 
practicinrr, his time 
being spent in 
riotous living. His home at No. 1724 
Compton avenue was a handsome one, 
and his family life there would have 
been 
happy 
but for his 
dissolute 
Ijaoits, 
u n Feb. 13, 181)4, Duestrow 
drove up to his home in a sleigh with 
tlie Intention of taking his wife and 
child out riding. He was greeted af- 
fectionately by his wife, but responded 
in a surly manner. 


With no excuse whatever he accused 
his v/Ifo of Iteoping a disorderly house. 
Ho Vi'ould listen to no reason, and 
i^'ially boi'L-me frenzied^ knocking her 
down B.^verui times. The climax came 
w hen the d.- i-tor pulled out a revolver 
and shot his wife, wounding her so 
tliat she died after several days of in- 
touso sufferij:^. Then taking up his 3- 
year-old son. L/Ouis, 
whom 
he had 
p'ayecl with and caressed but a shoi't 
t; n(.' 1 » ii're. he held the child at arm's 
iriv^-ih against the wall and blew his 
briiinf? out.

CHANDLER ON BIMETALLISM. 


Tko New Hampshire 
Denounoe» 


Bolter« of Both feides. 


Washington Feb. 17.—Senator W . E. 
Chandler's speech in the senate yester- 
day in advocacy of bimetallism was 
one of the notable efforts of the pres- 
ent session,'not only for the scholarly 
care with which the senator presented 
the question from his standpoint, but 
for the bitter sarcasm addressed to 
Senator Palmer and the Indianapolis 
convention, the arraignment of sliver 
Republicans \vho bolted the St. Louis 
convention and for the dramatic per- 
sonal exchange between Mr. Chandler 
and Mr. Petiigrew, the latter 
being 
one of the bolters from the St. Louis 
convention. 
Mr. Chandler's 
speech 
lasted three hours, and was replete 
with incidents. 
It was an ai'gument 
ag-ainst single standard of either metal, 
gold or silver, and a warning against 
a policy of monometallism. 
Then the 
senator turned to pQlitical phases of 
the 
question, 
speaking 
in turn of 
Bryan, of Palmer and of 
McKlnley. 
Mr. Palmer sat across the aisle and 
was fully addressed by the speaker as 
one who had contributed to t h e elec- 
tion of McKlnley. 
He predicted po- 
litical disaster if monometallism was 
persisted in.

as you can prepare the land.

has ceased. 
Cover with marsh grass 
for mulch. Next best is horse manure 
with lots of straw. 
Leaves may bo 
used if they are removed in the spring,

UrFECT OP FOOD ON EGGS. 


Tho Rural New Yorker has lately 
been making inquiries from promi- 
nent poultrymen in regard to the effcct 
of feeding upon the size of eggs; also 
whether the size will mako any dilfer- 
once in the number which a hen will 
lay. 
The varied answers show that 
even tho most experienced feeders are 
very much in the dark upon this sub 
ject. 
It may bo inferred, however, 
Irom the answers that the grains have 
much less eflectin increasing the size 
of eggs than have meats, bran and 
other nitrogenous foods, but grains 
fed in excess will make the hen too 
fat, aud her eggs will either bo small 
or bo retained until abnormally large. 
As to the effect on the number of eggs 
opinions are about equally divided. 
Perhaps tho answer to either question 
depends moro upon the breed than 
upon any particular food. 
Tho ideal 
food ior laying hens as Tgiven by Mr. 
I. K. Felch is as follows: ''The com- 
bination of thirty pounds of corn, fif- 
teen pounds of oats, ten pounds of 
wheat, ten pounds of barley and fif 
teen pounds of wheat bran, thorough- 
ly mixed, gives the largest number of 
eggs possible. 
This is used as the 
morning soft food, with twenty-five 
I^er cent, of moat feed, the afternoon 
feed being mixed grains." 


having tho joints far apart may bo o 
foot in length. 
It is believed that 
when tao lower part is cut just below 
an eye that rooting is easily accom- 
plished, so cuttings aro usually made 
in that way. 
lb is not so esfiontial at 
the upper end whero tho cut is made, 
but as tho buds push from the joints 
all wood above tho highest oue is use- 
less. 
After tho cuttings are mado 
place them in a collar, buried up in 
sand or earth, with but tho tops pro* 
jecting, these to remain until tho timo 
arrives for settinsr them out in tho 
spring. 
When tho work is done about 
February, it will bo found that the 
cuttings are nicely healed over by tho 
time spring comoa, which is in favor 
of tho success of tho opeiation. 


When tho winter is over and tho soil 
is in good condition for working tho 
planting may bo done, sefctinc: them so 
that two-thirds of their length are in 
tho ground and ono4hird out. 
In 
ordinarv season tho most of them will 
bo 
well rooted by fall.—Practical 
Farmer.

now TO PACK BUTTER. 


Butter is never so good as when 
used within one week from the time 
it loaves the churn. 
It possesses then 
a delicate aroma and a peculiar, in- 
describable flavor, which soon passes 
away aud is never ^present thereafter; 
but butter x^roperlv made can be kept 
sweet and in good order for months. 


Get the butter in good condition as 
soon as possible after churning and 
pack it firmly in gallon or half-gallon 
jars. 
Those containiug five or six 
pounds are preferable. 
When the 
jars are bought ask the seller, as he 
marks the weight of each, to number 
them, so that a record of the amount 
of butter in each jar can readily bo 
keiot. 
Pack the jars level full, tie a 
round piece of strong, thick cloth 
over the top and place it bottom sido 
up into a new, large crock. 
L?o not 
pack butter mado at different times in 
the same jar, but store only those jars 
that can bo filled at one churning. 


Make strong brine, using all the salt 
the water will absorb, adding to each 
gallon a teaspoonful of saltpeter and 
a teaspoonful of granulated sugar. 
Scald the brine and skim it thorough- 
ly. 
When cold strain through a wet 
thick cloth into the crock. 
Add more 
brine from timo to time to keep the 
jars covered two inches in depth. 
Tie a thick oloth over the crock to 
protect from dust, and over this x^iece 
a wooden cover to exclude the light. 


Do not keep the crock on tho cellar 
floor, even if it is a cemented one, but 
on a platform if possible, with slate 
underne.ith tho crock to insure freo 
circulation of air. 
This will 
jyvevent 
mold forming on the bottom of tho 
crock. 


Several smaller crocks may be used 
in which to store the jars rather than 
use tho largo crock. 
To clean jars 
and crocks, use a bath of hot limo 
water or strong hob soJa water.— 
New York l^armer. 


aiJIE TO MAKE CUTTINGS, 


During tho winter months is tlio 
timo to make cuttings of such trees 
and shrubs as it is desirable to in- 
crease. 
Quinces, currants, gooseber- 
ries and grai^es are readily increased 
by cuttings. 
In the case of shado 
trees willows and poplars are easily 
grown irom cuttings, but the great 
majority of trees need to be raised 
from seeds, layers, or by budding or 
f^rafting. 
But when it comes to tho 
flowering 
shrubs which adorn our 
lawns, cuttings aro the chief reliance 
of propagators. 
The tune to mako 
them is while vegetation is dormant, 
and it is better done at least a month 
or more before sin'ing comes. 
Tho 
beautiful golden bell, weigla, 
mock 
orange, spire, 
duetzia, and athaea 
among many others are easily raised 
in this way. 


Tho best shoots for the puri^ose are 
ihose of last year's growth. 
The ex- 
ict length is nob particular, so that* 
,wo or three joints are included in 
each one. About nine inches is a good 
»ergth for most sorts, though grapes 


r^ATFIxa SQUABS. 


Tho main advantage 
of 
squabs for market over other poultry 
are these, says a poultry paper : 
Less 
competition, less trouble in attending 
to young, tho old birds do all tho 
work, and when a pair of pigeons aro 
once firmly mated they will remain so 
and do w(-.ll for ten or twelve years 
unless separated by accident or dis- 
ease. 


This, as any ono can see,adds greatly 
to the profit. 
Ftom a pair of first- 
class birds you can depend on raising 
eight or nine pairs of squabs per year, 
which can be marketed at the rato of 
at least forty cents per pair, while the 
cost of feeding the old birds will not 
exceed $1.25. 
They lay two eggs for 
a sitting, one day intervening between 
the laying of the first and second egg. 
The incubation takes about eighteen 
days, and while attending to the young 
in ono nest they gonerully build an- 
other nest and have eggs before the 
young are capable of taking care of 
themselves. 
The young, when ready 
to fly out—which will be when about 
thirty days old—are marketed. 
Tho 
birdf breed all the year with the ex- 
ception of the molting season. 


The first thing connected with a 
business of this kind is to havo good, 
warm quarters, although artiflcial heat 
should not be used. 
On almost every 
farm there is some small loft or build- 
ing which might be used for a pigeon 
cote if properly sheathed with paper 
or otherwise. 


As pigeons do very well in confine- 
ment, those who wish to keep them in 
this way must build an aviary made of 
poultry wire. In the interior arrange- 
ment of the house two sides should bo 
given to nests, of which two should be 
provided for each pair of birds (nests 
should be about one foot square) and 
one side for roosts, of which the in- 
verted V shape is the best. 


We now come to the stock, which 
must be good, strong, vigorous birds, 
which aro good parents and prolific 
breeders. 
Wo find all this in the 
homer, which derives its name from its 
love for its home, and which I con- 
sider the best bird for our use. 
Wo 
cannot say too much in its favor. 


To prepare tho birds for squab rais- 
ing they should be mated and not al- 
lowed to choose their own mates, 
which they will do when about iivo 
mon ths old. 
For this purpose a 
medium sizo box with a wire partition 
in the middle is needed. 
Waco tho 
cock and hen, one in each compart- 
ment, for a day or two; then place 
them together and thoy will mate. 
In 
pairing them mate a large cock with a 
small hen, or a medium-sized cock 
with a largo hen. 
If one bird is a 
year older than its mates the results 
will be better. 


Tho birds should be fed three times 
a day on red wheat, v/hito Canada 
peas, small, whole or cracked corn, 
with now and then some broad crumbs 
or a few handfuls of hemp, canary and 
millet seed. 
Hemp seed is very bene- 
ficial fduring tho molting period, as it 
is very stimulating. 
Only as much 
feed should bo given at ono time as 
will bo all eaten. 
An abundance of 
fresh water must always be on baud, 
and a shallow vessel for bathing, to be 
used 
except 
in 
very nevere 
cold 
weather, 
A lump of rockiialt, which 
must bo wet every morning for them 
to pick; i^lenty of grit, sonio old plas- 
ter for tho egqshella and tobacco stama 
left on the llour for tho pigeons to 
build their neats of, which will keep 
out all vermin, should bo provided. 
The floor shoujd be covered with sand 
or gravel and everything kept as clean 
as possible.

would like to be the capital of the 
State, but there 
are strong reasons 
against, and the central and western 
sections of the State will be opposed 
lo it. In the first place the removal 
of the capital to Philadelphia would be 
too expensive a job. 
It would cost the 
State two or three times more to go to 
Philadelphia than to Harrisburg. There 
are large and expensive buildings still 
reraaming at Harrisburg, which would 
have to be abandoned, and several rail- 
lions spent to replace them in the 
Quaker city. 
Then the cost of a prop- 
er site in that city would, in itself, be 
almost sufficient to build the new cap- 
ítol at Harrisburg. 
At the latter 
place the State has the ground and all 
that will be needed is an appropiiation 
for a new building, while at Philadel 
phia the ground would have to be pur- 
chased at a large outlay. 
Harrisburg 
is more centrally located than Philadel- 
phia and easy of access from all parts 
of the State, and there cannot, it ap 
pears to us, be found a single good ar- 
gument, why the capital should be re- 
moved. 
Pittsburg would have just as 
good a claim as Philadelphia, but be- 
ing in one extreme end of the State, 
has the same objection as Philadelphia. 
I f a central location was des'red Belle- 
fonte would be nearer the geographical 
centre of the State than any other lo- 
cation,but it is not as easy of access as 
Harrisburg. 
The present capital is a 
railroad center for all ])arts of the 
State, and is easily reached from all 
sections. 
The capital grounds are am- 
ple for all purposes, and the city large 
enough to entertain 
the legislature, 
while in many respects the political at- 
mosphere of Harrisburg is preferable to 
that of either Philadelphia or Pittsburg. 
The old Capitol site has been 
good 
enough tor the people of Pennsylvania 
these many years, and is still good 
enough for all time to come. 
Let the 
capital where it is. 


The Pennsylvania Fish 
Protective 
Association is making special arrange- 
ments for the enlargement of its sphere 
of work, in which it asks the co opera- 
tion of all the newspapers of the com- 
monwealth. 
The idea is to unite all 
the smaller clubs of the State under 
one head, and then with this united 
force make an onslaught upon 
those 
who are in the habit of violating the 
laws of the State by taking fish at for- 
bidden seasons. 
It is thought also 
that the legislature will feel disposed 
to be more liberal to the State fishery 
commission, providing it with funds 
that will enable it to enlarge the out- 
put of valuable food fishes, the em- 
ployment of a sufficient number of 
wardens to protect the waters thus 
stocked, and thereby prevent the illegal 
fishing that has been so detrimental to 
the food fish supply of the State.

From Tree to Tjpt». 


At 7.35 a. m. throe giant trees wero 
recently 
standing 
in 
an 
Austrian 
forest. 
In 
less 
than 
two 
hours

distinguished

wero 
read- 
ing the 
columns of a nev/spaper, 
printed on paper made from tho pulp 
of those identical trees. 
This remark- 
able experiment waa made to show to 
what perfection the process of modern 
paper making had been brought. 


A notary carefully recorded each 
stage of tho process ofthe experiment. 
At 7,35 the trees fell to tho ground. 
Tho timbers wero at once stripped of 
their bark, cut into small pieces and 
converted into mechanical pulp.

The sitation itself is a two-story house 
built securely and solidly upon some 
good site along tho beach; it is comfort- 
able and roomy, furnished by tho gov- 
frnment, and has tho boat-room and 
kitchen on the lower floor; a large bed- 
room for the keeper, another for the 
surfmen, and a store-room occupy the 
second story. 


The boat-room is large, and opens by 
great double doors upon the beach.

order and readiness. 


The crow consists of a keeper and six 
surfmen» though some stations number 
seven surfmen; these men are gradu- 
ates from no naval college, but have 
served their apprenticeship with Old 
Ocean as their master; they must be 
able to handle a boat in the roughest 
weather, and to face all the dangers of 
tho deep. 


Each man must undergo a strict med- 
ical examination, and must bring to the 
station his certiiicato of good health;

The keeper receives a salary of ?000 
a year (up to

ho at the station all the year round, but 
is allowed a month*s leave of absence 
in summer if he gives up his pay. 
A 
Hurfman receives 
a month, is at the 
station 
during 
eight months 
of 
tho 
year, and has tho privilege of leaving 
the station for twenty-four hours every 
two weeks—but in lonely stations they 
generally remain for the active season, 
which begins iSoptember 1, ending May 
1; when a man leaves in Maj^ he goes 
where he pleases, and if he does not re- 
turn in September tho keeper gets an- 
other man in his place for the next win- 
ter season. 


The keeper is held responsible for tho 
condition of everything connected with 
the station; he must drill the men in 
their duties, divide the work evenly, 
and eeo that the men are orderly. 
No 
liquor is allowed 
on 
the 
premises; 
drunkenness or neglect of dutj'' is pun- 
ished by inataut dismissal from the ser- 
vice; the man who is detailed to cook 
must keep the kitchen in perfect order; 
and each has his share of the house- 
work to perform, for no women live at 
the stations. 


The crow are numbered by the keeper 
from one to six, and at midnight pre- 
ceding September 1 the station goes in- 
to commission; at that hour the keeper 
gives patrol equipments to two of the 
surfmen, and they start out on the first 
patrol, and tho active season ha« fairly 
begun; everything runs like clock-work 
after that, and as strict a discipline is 
maintained as on board a man-of-war.—

The Tasmaniau Zebra-V/oir. 


Tho Tasmanian zebra* wolf, or native 
tiger, is not related to either zebra, 
wolf or tiger, but belongs to tho same 
family as the kangaroo, the wombat 
and the opossum—those animals which 
havo XDonches wherein to carry their 
young. 
But tho animal is striped like 
a zebra, and is as ravenous and fierce 
in its nature as wolf or tiger. 
Ho is 
the most formidable marsupial of the 
more than sixty varieties, and is the 
largest and most dreaded of all the 
mammals in Australasia. 


The zebra-wolf has a dog^likc face, a 
wolf's short and erect ears, eves like 
an owl, strii^es like a zebra and pouch 
like a kangaroo. 
He is a 
night 
prowler. 
The light of dny blinds him 
us it blinds an owl, and, when pressed 
by hunger, 
he emerges duriug 
tho 
daytime from his lair, his movements 
aro slow and ho i(3 easily tlaiu. 


The eyeu, which liie large, are fur- 
nished with a nictitating membrane. 
Thi« is almost continuallv moving 
in the daytime, as the j^^P^is are ex- 
posed to the light.

woolly iui is grayish brov/n, inclined 
to yellowiBh. 
Across this 
ground 
color the black "bands show up sharp 
and clear. 
These stripes are usually 
fourteen in number, beginning just 
back of the shoulders, v^here the^' are 
narrowest, and growing broader and 
longer back to the haunches.

modore of the Greek Heet. requiring 
him to withdraw from Cretan waters. 
They requested the governor, Ismail 
Bey. to find a way of notifying the in- 
surgents of this fact, and of summon- 
ing them to yield up their arms; also

the

taken measures to prevent Greece from 
interfering In tile affairs of Crete. 


An Italian gendarmerie officer wa» 
a t once dispatched with a flag of true*? 
t» the Wnes of the insurgents of Akro- 
tiri.

t h a t they would maintain their present 
position and send a definite reply In 
behalf of the revolutionary assembly 
next Monday.

Captain Mandato was sent to 
Platanla. where the outposts of the In- 
surgents conducted him to the camp 
of the Greeks.
